BULLETIN No. 2. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 
_ Orrawa, October, 1891. 


Bulletin No. 2 relates to the population of the sub-districts of 
the Province of Ontario. The population of these sub-districts is 
given according to the electoral divisions established by the Re- 
distribution Act of 1882. 


For the purpose of comparison the population returns of 1871 
and 1881, have been readjusted in all cases where the boundaries 
of the electoral district are not the same now as they were in 
previous Census takings. 


In cities where the electoral are not coterminous with the muni- 
cipal bounds, the population included in both areas is given. 

Where new sub-divisions have been created since 1881, affecting 
the comparison of population, the fact is mentioned so that by the 
addition of the population of the new sub-district to that of the old, 
from which it has been taken, accurate comparison can be made. 

In order to facilitate comparisons the population has been given 
by groups of counties arranged geographically, as for instance : the 
Lake Ontario group, which includes the counties bordering on 
Lake Ontario. 

Of the 50 counties thus grouped 29 show increases and 21 decreases 
in population. 

In comparison with the State of New York the percentage of 
decrease to the total number of counties is: Ontario, 43-7; New 
York, 38-3 ; showing clearly that the same general causes have 
been at work in both cases. 

The decreases in Ontario are accounted for, partly, by :— 

ist. The difference in the mode of counting the people. 
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ond. The movement of population along the lines observed in 
every civilized country, viz. : (@) westward to the virgin soil, and 
(2) from the rural parts to th: cities and towns, 

3rd. The introduction of agricultural machinery, doing away, 
to a certain extent, with hired help. 

4th. The denudation of the forest covering. 

5th. The opening of new territory by railways. 

6th. The development of mining industry. 


1st. In connection with the first cause it may be mentioned that 
the regulations respecting absentees and the rules to prevent dupli- 
cation were for the Census of 1891 much stricter than for previous 
Census takings. 
The de facto system as employed in England gives results that 
must be inaccurate as regards the floating population in the cities, 
unduly increasing the urban population at the expense of the rural 
“districts. This inaccuracy cannot be guarded against. 

The great dangers to be guarded aguinst in the de jure system 
(which is the one employed in Canada) are the two already men- 
tioned. 

To prevent the indiscriminate counting of absentees a time limit 
was introduced for the first time in the recent Census. The appli- 
cation of this limit restricted the enumerators to taking only those 
persons whose absence from the Dominion or the Province was: 
really temporary. ‘The absence of the time limit in 1881 led to. 
considerable laxity and persons were included in the population. 
who had been out of the country for -years. 

Respecting the large class designated ‘‘ servants” very consider- 
able duplication occurred in 1881, domestics, clerks and others 
having been taken in the cities and towns where they pursued 
their vocation, and also in the rural districts where their parents. 
lived. The central idea of the de jure system is the home. But 
when a young. man leaves home to begin his life work, or a young 
woman goes from the parental roof to become a domestic, it may 
be considered that the home has been left for good. In the recent 
census the line was drawn at this point, and duplication was care- 
fully guarded against; all the members of this class, excepting 
those temporarily employed, were counted where they did 
business. 
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and. As respects the second cause, farming districts have been 
most seriously affected by it, not only in Ontario and other Pro- 
vinces of Canada, but as well in every country. In Maine, 
Massachusetts, Vermont and New York the numerical increase in 
the urban element is greater than the increase of the total popula- 
tion; so that in these States the rural population has actually 
diminished in number. In New York State the rural population 
in 1880 was 49-02 per cent. of the whole ; in 1890 it was 40-50 per 
cent. . 
In Ontario, the movement of the wealthier farmers to the cities, 
and of the young farmers with their way to make in the world to 
regions where cheaper land can be obtained—this double move- 
ment, one to the North and West, and the other to the South, has 
affected population in all the central parts, but especially in the 
counties with the best soil, and, therefore, with the highest priced 
lands, the older farmers being willing to sell out fearing decrease 
in value; and the younger men going away in search of good land 
at cheap prices. 


3rd. The third cause has operated prejudicially to the rural 
population to a very considerable extent, leading to amalgamation 
of farms and to reduction of hired hands. Heads count in a Census ; 
ghreshing machines do not. 

4th. The fourth cause has affected localities ; the mill-hands, 
‘lumbermen in camps, &c., removing from counties once heavily 
timbered but now deprived of their forest wealth. 


5th. ‘The opening of over 6,000 miles of railway within the last 
decennary has tended to draw population from the older regions 
by providing a new occupation for the young men, and by afford- 
ing easy and cheap means of migration. | 

6th. The mining regions of Algoma and Nipissing have 
increased from 25,974 of population in 1881 to 54,879 in 1891—-an 
increase of over 111 per cent. A large proportion of this 
population will be found to have been born in Ontario. 


_ Besides these causes there is undoubtedly a tendency to stagna- 
tion, observable in France, in a great part of Belgium, in Scotland, 
somewhat in England, and in certain districts of the United f tates. 
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In the latter country, notwithstanding the influx of 54 million of 
immigrants from Europe the increase in 1880-90 was at a lessened 
ratio as compared with the previous ten years, the figures being, for 
‘ 1880-90, 24-86 per cént., and for 1870-80, 30-08. From this 
tendency Canada cannot hope to escape altogether, inasmuch as it 
seems to be caused by a low birth rate, which as a general rule 
(deducible from the recent Census takings in many countries) goes 
hand-in-hand with high wages and the spread of education. In 
the Province of Ontario the average family has decreased in size 
during 20 years, having been in 1871 composed of 5-54 persons ; 
in 1881 of 5-24 persons and in 1891.of 5-10 persons. Had the 
average family of 1891 been as large as that of 1871 there would 
have been over 182,000 more of a population in the Province than 
there is. 


In conclusion, I may state that the Canadian Census being a 
nominal one, that is a Census by names, every person’s name being 
entered—opportunity is given for a close scrutiny of the schedules 
for the detection of duplication of names. It was part of the 
Commissiouer’s work in each census district to go over the lists 
with this object in view; the danger of this kind of duplication 
arising chiefly in cities where the enumerator in one ward would 
take a family before it moved to a second, in which latter it might 
again be taken by another enumerator. In addition to the care 
enjoined upon the Commissioners the Department itself : has 
scrutinized the returns carefully, the determination being to get to 
the ‘rock bottom facts ” as regards the population. 


It is gratifying to be able to state that Enumerators and Com- 
missioners did their duty so well that comparatively few duplications 
were discovered in the Census office.

RECENSEMENT DU CANADA, 189.

DÉPARTEMENT DE L'AGRICULTURE, 
Orrawa, octobre 1891. 


Le ‘ Bulletin” No. 2 se rapporte à la population des sous- 
districts de la province d’Ontario. La population de ces sous- 
districts est donnée d’après les divisions électorales, déterminées 
par P‘Acte de Redistribution ” de 1882. 


Pour établir une comparaison ; les rapports de 1880 et 1881 ont 
été réajustés dans les cas où les limites d’un district électoral ont 
été changées, de ce qu’elles étaient lors des recensements antérieurs. 


Dans les cités, ot les divisions électorales ne correspondent pas 
avec les limites municipales, le chiffre de la population comprise 
dans chacune de ces divisions est donné. 


Dans les cas où de nouvelles subdivisions ont été créées depuis 
1881, affectant le chiffre approximatif de la population, le fait est 
mentionné de façon à ce qu’en ajoutant. la population du nouveau 
sous-district 4 celui de l’ancien dont il faisait partie, on peut établir 
un rapprochement exact. 


Afin de faciliter un terme de comparaison, la population a été 
placée par groupes de comtés, disposés géographiquement, comme 
par exemple : le groupe du Lac Ontario, qui comprends les comtés 
limitrophes du.Lac Ontario. 


‘Parmi les 50 comtés ainsi formés par groupes, 29 font voir une 
augmentation dans la population, et 21 un décroissement. 


En établissant une comparaison avec l'Etat de New-York, la 
moyenne de la décroissance dans la totalité des comtés est comme 
suit: Ontario, 43-7, New-York, 38-3; ce qui indique clairement 
que les mêmes causes ont produit les mêmes effets dans les deux cas. 
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La diminution de la population dans Ontario, est en partie due 
aux causes suivantes, savoir : 


1° La différence dans le mode de dénombrement. 


2° Le déplacement de la population le long des frontières, que 
l’on constate dans toute contrée civilisée, savoir: (a) le courant de 
la population se dirigeant de l’ouest vers les régions incultes, et (6) 
des contrées rurales vers les cités et les villes. 


3° L'introduction des instruments agricoles qui remplacent 
jusqu’à un certain point la main-d'œuvre. 


4° Le déboisement des forêts. 


5° Les débouchés dans les nouveaux territoires, ouverts par les 
chemins de fer. 


6° Le développement des terrains miniers. 


19 En ce qui concerne la première cause, on peut mentionner 
que les règles établies pour prévenir la double énumération des 
absents, ont été beaucoup plus sévères pour 1891, que dans les 
recensements antérieurs. Car on n’a pas encore trouvé un système de 
recensement qui soit absolument exact jusqu’à présent. Le système 
& De Facto” tel que suivi en Angleterre, donne des résultats qui 
ne doivent pas être véridiques pour ce qui concerne les populations 
flottantes des villes, qui augmentent d’une façon anormale au détri- 
ment des districts ruraux ; on ne saurait éviter cette inexactitude. 
Les dangers qu’il y a à craindre dans le système ‘ de jure” (celui 
_ qui est aussi mis en usage en Canada), sont les deux précités. Pour 
empêcher une fausse énumération des absents, on a fixé pour la 
premiére fois, dans le présent recensement, une durée d’absence. 


L’application de ce changement a obligé les énumérateurs 4 ne 
compter que les personnes, qui n’étaient que temporairement absentes 
du Canada ou des Provinces. Le recensement de 1881 donnait trop 
de latitude pour le terme d’absence, et beaucoup d’individus ont été 
énumérés qui avaient laissé le pays depuis plusieures années. 


© Quand à ce qui concerne la classe nombreuse désignée sous le 
terme de ‘‘ serviteurs,” commis et autres, une énumération double 
considérable a été faite en 1881 ; les domestiques, commis et autres, 
ayant été comptés dans les cités et villes où ils étaient employés, 
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ainsi que dans les districts ruraux, où demeura.ent leurs familles. 
L'idée première du système ‘{ de jure” est basé sur le domicile. On 
doit considérer comme ayant laissé pour de bon la maison pater- 
nelle, le jeune homme qui va s'établir, ou la jeune fille qui la laisse 
pour s’engager comme servante; dans ce cas il fant considérer 
qu’ils ont laissé le domicile pour toujours. Dans le recensement 
actuel, on a appliqué ce système, et par là on a évité la double 
énumération, et toutes ces différentes classes de personnes ont été 
énumérées là où elles étaient employées, excepté celles qui ne 
l'étaient que temporairement. 


2° La seconde cause de décroissement, affecte non seulement les 
districts ruraux d’Ontario, et autres parties du Canada, mais dans 
une méme proportion les autres pays. 


Dans les Etats de Maine, Massachusetts, Vermont et New-York, 
l'augmentation de l’élément urbain est plus considérable que Paug- 
mentation entière de la population ; de sorte que, dans ces états la 
population rurale à diminué en nombre. La population rurale de 
l'Etat de New-York était en 1880, de 49-02 pour cent sur la totalité ; 
en 1890, elle était de 49-50 pour cent. 


Dans Ontario, il y a un double mouvement de migration, celui 
des cultivateurs riches qui se dirigent vers les villes et celui des 
jeunes gens, qui, voulant faire leur chemin dans le monde, s’en vont 
dans les endroits où ils peuvent obtenir des terres à bon marché. 
‘Ce double mouvement de migration—Pun du côté du Nord-Ouest, 
l’autre vers le sud—a eu pour résultat d'affecter état de la popula- 
tion dans les centres et particulièrement dans les comtés où le sol 
est meilleur et où les terres atteignent en conséquence le plus haut 
prix; les cultivateurs d’un certain âge, craignant ‘une diminution 
dans la valeur de leurs propriétés, et étant consentants à vendre, et les 
jeunes gens, s’en allant à la recherche de terres à meilleur marché.

8. Les effets de la troisième cause ont été préjudiciables à la 
population rurale, à un trés-hant degré ; l'alliance des cultivateurs 
entre eux, réduisant ainsi la main-d'œuvre, ce qui fait que dans un 
recensement, ce sont les têtes qui comptent, et non les moulins à 
battre. 
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4. La 4me cause affecte les localités ou les hommes employés 
aux scieries, et les hommes de chantier, etc., ont laissé des régions 
boisées et maintenant dépourvues de leur richesse forestière. 


5. L'ouverture d’au-delà de 6,000 milles de chemins de fer, dans 
la dernière période décennale, a eu pour résultat d’attirer vers le 
centres, les populations des districts éloignés en procurant aux 
jeunes gens une nouvelle carrière ainsi que des moyens faciles et 
peu coûteux d’émigrer. 


6. La population des régions minières d’Algoma et du Lac 
Nipissingue s’est accrue d’au-dela de 111 par cent; la population 
de 1881 étant de 25,974, et celle de 1891 de 54,879 ; on verra que 
la majeure partie de cette population est née dans la province 
d'Ontario. 


Outre ces causes, il y a indubitablement celle de la stagnation, 
que l’on observe en France, dans une partie de la Belgique, en Ecosse, 
un peu dans l'Angleterre, et dans certains districts des Etats-Unis. 


Dans cette partie de Amérique, malgré l’arrivée de 54 millions 
d’immigrants d'Europe, l'augmentation dans la population pour les 
années 1880-1890 a diminué, proportion gardée pour les dix der- 
nières années. Les résultats donnés étant de 24-86 pour cent pour 
1880-1890 et de 30-08 pour cent pour 1870-1880. 


Le Canada ne peut pas espérer d'échapper tout à fait à ce courant. 
D’autant plus qu’il semble avoir été causé par une moyenne de 
naissance comparativement basse, laquelle, comme règle générale, | 
est à déduire du recensement actuel dans plusieurs pays, mais qui 
s'accroît avec augmentation des gages et le progrès de l’éducation. 


Dans la province d’Ontario, les familles en général ont diminué 
en nombre durant les vingt dernières années, chaque famille étant 
composée en 1871 de 5.54 personnes, en 1881 de 5.24, et de 5.10 
en 1891. Si le nombre de familles en 1891 eût augmenté en pro- 
portion de celles de 1871, il y aurait eu une augmentation de 
182,000 ames de plus qu'il n’y a présentement. 


Comme conclusion, je puis établir que le recensement du Canada, 
étant nominal, (chaque personne étant entrée sous son propre nom), 
on a la facilité de constater, par un examen judicieux des cédules - 
la découverte d’une double énumération de noms. 
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C'était le devoir des commissaires de chaque district, de reviser 
les listes pour arriver à ce résultat. 


Le danger de cette sorte de double énumération existait princi- 
“palement dans les villes, où un énumérateur, dans un quartier, 
enregistrait une famille avant que cette dernière eût laissé ce quar- 
tier, pour aller résider dans un autre, où elle était enregistrée de 
nouveau par ’énumérateur de ce quartier. | 
En outre des instructions données aux commissaires, le départe- 
ment a soigneusement examiné les retours. L’intention étant d’aller 
au fond des choses afin de s’assurer de Vexactitude des faits, rela-- 
tivement à la population. 


Il est satisfaisant de constater que les énumérateurs et les com- 
missaires ont tellement bien rempli leur charge, qu’il y a eu très peu 
de double énumération de découvertes au bureau du recensement.
